LONDON, July 24.—4 a. m—The Chinese minister, 
Chih Chen Lo Feng Luh, has communicated to the press the 
following dispatch from Sheng, director general of Chinese 
railways and telegraphs and tao-tai of Shanghai, dated Shang- 


hai, July 23d: 


“Information from Pekin, dated July 18th, says that the 
Tsung Li ‘2amen deputed Won Jui, an under secretary of the 
department to see the foreign ministers and he found every 
one well, without any missing, the German excepted. General 
Wung Lo is going to memorialize the throne to send them all 
under escort to Tien Tsin in the hope that the military opera- 


tions will then be stopped.”

Little attention, however, 
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San Francisco, July 23.—There is noth- 
ing in the extensive report of Admiral 
Seymour, which was received here today 
by the American steamer Maru, to prove 
the sensational story circulated. early 
this month that Admiral Seymour, who 

commanded the Pekin relief expe- 
dition, killed his wounded to save them 
from the Chinese. 

Commander 8S. W. Very, United States 
Navy, who returned from the orient on 
‘the same steamer, and others who were 
at Hong Kong when Admiral Seymour 
returned from Tien Tsin, did not hear 
the story, and the admiral’s report, which 
is an elaboration of the cablegram pub- 
Mshed on June 30th, makes not the slight- 
@st mention of the affair, but on the 
contrary goes into particulars of the 
bravery of the allies in guarding the 
wounded, who were placed in flatboats 
and towed down the river by details of 
soldiers and marines while the main 
body of the troops fought the Chinese 
off with rifles and maxims. 

Inthe fight at Lang Fang, where the 

Ts attacked the force with gfeat 
Vigor, twice the Italian contingent bore 
brunt of the fighting on the right 
and lost five men killed and a 
number wounded. The Chinese retreat- 
ed, leaving a large number of dead on 
the field. In the afternoon a detail of 
marines which was stationed to guard 
the railroad house at Lang Fang were 
&ttacked and re-enforcements had to be 
Tushed forward to save them. It was 
in this engagement that the enemy lost 
@bout one hundred killed, which was 


mentioned in the telegraph report, and 
two British blue jackets were wounded. 


An advance was then made to Tien 
Ting, where a halt had to be made, as 
the tracks for miles had been torn up. 
The Chinese advanced in great numbers 
and a desperate battle was fought. The 
column fell back to Yong Song that the 
rest of the trip might be made by stream. 
Seymour then said: 

“Prior to our departure from Lang 
Fang I ordered two trains to stop there 
in order to enable rt of our men to 
proceed later, but these trains were at- 
tacked after my departure by the boxers 
and the Chinese troops who had come 
‘from Pekin and fighting ensued, in the 
course of which 400 to 500 were killed 
on the enemy’s side, and six of our men 
were killed and forty-eight wounded. 

“At Yong Song I was joined by the 
men who came down there in three 
trains. all the trains were completely 
destroyed and not @ single one coul 
be used for 1 rther work. Moreover, 
the work of provisioning, together with 
the presence of numerous wounded sol- 
diers, compelled us to retreat to Tien 
Tsin. Communication with Tien Tsin 
remained entirely suspended for six “oe 
and accordingly we were deprived of the 
means of obtaining supplies. We ac- 
cordingly marched back—though — 
stantly attacked by the enemy—along 
the river and escorting at the same time 
the wounded soldiers.’

dozen or more points from which the dispatch might be at-

It is understood that Minister Wu has sent another cipher 
dispatch to Minister Conger with the hope of getting an ans- 
wer which will be so conclusive as, to remove all shadow of 
doubt as to the safety of Minister Conger and the other for- 
eigners supposed to be in captivity at Pekin. 


The president has listened to the appeal of the

government as transmitted through Minister Wu and has signi- 
fied his willingness to mediate between the imperial. government 
and the powers, but only upon conditions which first must be 
met by the Chinese government. 

The exact nature of the terms proposed by the state de- 
partment cannot be stated until tomorrow, when _ publication 
will be made of the text of the Chinese appeals and the presi- 


dent’s answer.

ed here tonight. The negroes were work- 
ing for Christy, Lowe & Hayworth, ana 
for some reason were crossing the river 
about 3 o'clock this afternoon. All 
eleven crowded on the same skiff, making 
the load none too light. 

One negrc, named George Moore, is 
sald to have rocked the skiff in a spirit 
of fun, which caused much uneasiness 
and frightened the other negroes. The

All the negroes went down into the

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LARGE MOB ATTACKS JAIL = 
AND LYNCHES A NEGRO 4 


Huntsvil'e, Ala., July 23 —(Special.)—At. 
the hands of a quiet and orderly, but de- 
te>mined, mob of 1,000 men, Elijah Clark, 
a r.egro boy twenty years old, this even- 
ing paid the extreme penalty for a crim- 
inal assault upon a white girl, Susie 
Priest, twelve years old. 

The negro was taken out of fall after 
the shcriff had been overcome by smoke, 
catried to the girl and identified, and then 
taken to the Moore grove, near Dallas, 
and swung to a limb, his body being rid- 
dled with bullets and shot. The body is 
at a late hour tonight swinging to a limtl 
in a deserted grove and stands as a warn- 
ing to other negrces who may have an 


idea of coramitting this crime. 

Clark was guilty of ons of the most 
dastardly cases »f assault ever commiited 
in north Alabama. lie -caught Susie 
Priest and her sister, Nellie Priest, out 
in a lonely field and grabbed the former 
by the throat, threateaiag to cut ver heart 
out if she did not submit to him. 

Nellie Priest escaped and gave the alarm 
in Dallas. Within a few minutes the en- 
tire male population of the village was 
in pursuit of the negro, who fied into the 
mountains. The search for the negro con- 
tinued all night. Deputies were also after 
him, and he was captured by Deputies 
Phillips and Jamar st the home of rela- 
tives, neatt Meridianvilie, elght miles from 
the scene of his crime. Clark was in bed 
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with two cousins, and thcy made an at- 
tempt to conc2al him by sleeping on him. 
He was hustled out and brought to the 
city at an early hour this morning. Clark 
confessed to the deputies that he was the 
n.€gro who asseulted the girl, and said 
that knowios that she was a poor fautory 
girl he thought nothing would be done 
with him. 

When the news spread over the town 
that the negro was in jail the mi« pop- 
ulation of Dallas suspended work, causing 
nearly the entire Dallas mill to shut down. 
The men came to town and surrounded 
the jall. They brought mfles, she:guns 
and pistols with them, and were ready for 
any kind of troulle. 

Sheriff Fulgham was requested to hand 
over the keys. He refused, saying that 
the mob would have to kill him to get 
them. 

A strong guerd was placed at the jail 
armed with winchesters and _ shotguns. 
The mob then began to make preparations 
to break in the jail. The ront door was 
Lroken open and a rush made for the line 
of deputies in the hall. The deputies upen- 
ed fire, and ore man, Will_Yining, ac. ¢lec- 
tric light trimmer. was shot In theo ebcul- 
der. This checked the mob f: a while, 
and the lealers decided to go about ac- 
complishing their object in some other 
way ;

“I not only had no power to promise in- 
dependence. to the Filivinos,”’ said he, “but 
the whole tenor of the words jut in wry 
mouth staryps them as false. [ am made 
to say thin which I aevér thought of 
aud which could rever have uttered. 
You will notice that I am addreszed in the 
slleged ‘nterview as ‘admiral,’ when at 
the time I was a ‘commodore. 

The admiral said he had never heard of 
Alejandrino. Several Filipinos, 
much importuning, did come aboard the 
Olympia at Hong Kong. They were anx- 
icus to be taken to Manila. 

“I considered their representations of 
little importanc,”’ said the admiral, ‘“‘and 
I cid not take them to Manila. I.ater I 
gave perinission to Aguinaldo and about 
a dozen others to come <o Manila. All 
that they were anxious about at that time 
was an end of the tyranny of Spain 
against which they had been fighting 
After the destruction of Montejo's i.set 
the city virtvally surrendered, and I am 
satisfied if wo had 5,000 troops there at 
that time we could have gone ashore and 
been received by the Filipinos as deilver- 
ers. They had ebsclutely no thought then 
cf independence. That was an after 
thought of their leaders oad the in- 
terim between tha smashing of the Snan- 
isk fleet and the arrival of the United 
States troops.’ 

Epeaking of the report that Cuba was to 
be evacuated hy the American troops af- 
ter the holding of the constitutional con- 
vention, Admiral Dewey said he did not

We 
are confronted with a similar situation in 
the Philippines. The world looks to us 
and no mater which political party wins 
in November, the United States cannot 
relinquish the islands until a respcnsible 
and stable government is set up there ” 

The island of Basilan, department of 
Mindanao arid Jolo has been transferred 
from the control of the military to tho 
control of the naval commander on the 
Asiatic station, and all the United States 
troops stationed on that island have been 
transferrei to other garrisons. The es- 
tablishment of civil government on the 
island will be conducted by the nava! au- 
thorities.

to be made by their respective subordi- 
nates of all sueh elaims, except those 
arising directly from the said attack, 
with a view to their ultimate settlement. 
Moreover, local outlaws and rebellious 
subjects have of late given themselves 
up to burning, killing and plundering to 
the great disquiet of our loyal subjects. 
This is an utter deflance of law. We 
hereby command the said governors 
general, the governors and commanjers 
of our forces, to investigate the situation 
and to take such measures for the 
punishment of the offenders and restora- 
tion of peace as tlie necessities of the 
case demand. We hereby command this, 
our general edict, to be made known 
for the information of all it may con- 
cern. Respect this.’’ 


A significant statement in the above 
edict is noted in that passage which 
directs an investigation of all claims 
“except those arising directly from the 
said attack (attack on Tien ‘Tsin) with 
a view to their ultimate settlement.”’ 

This appears to make plain not only 
that the Chinese government will settle 
claims for actual losses, but that it 
has now formally decreed an exception 
of those claims arising directly from the 
attack on Tien Tsin. It seems to in- 
dicate that the Chinese government holds 
that the attack on Tien Tsin was unwar- 
ranted. 


NEWS FROM FRENCH CONSUL. 
Paris, July 23.—M. Delcasse, min- 
ister of foreign fafairs, has received 
a telegram from the French consul at 
Che Foo, dated July 2ist, saying: 
“The governor informs me that, 
according to reliable news from Pe- 
kin, all the foreign mfhisters are 
safe and fhe government is taking 
all necessary steps to deliver and pro- 


tect them.”

DOESN’T CREDIT CONGER STORY. 


Berlin Papers Are Inclined To Be- 
lieve the Worst. 

Berlin, July 23.—The Berlin govern- 
ment and press continues to discuss Chi 
nese affairs and say that the Chinese 
authorities claim that the legations are 


safe. 

The foreign office surmises that the 
Conger dispatch was either sent about 
simultaneously with the dispatches of Dr. 
Von Berger, secretary of the German le- 
gation, or Sir Robert Hart, but sup 
pressed, or was captured from the mes- 
senger to whom it was entrusted and 1s 
now produced to create the desired effect 
in Washington, or on the other hand, 
that the whole dispatch was concocted 
for deception, with the aid of a cipher 
key some how obtained. 

United States Ambassador White said 
today that the letter theory was quite 
plausible, for, if the American legation 
had been captured and the records seized, 
the cipher key would likewise be secured 
and then it would be an easy matter for 
anybody to do the rest. 

At all events, the Germgn foreign office 
will continue to regard the report that 
the legations still exist as a myth until 
communication, now cut off for nearly a 
month, shall have been re-established 
in the most undeniable fashion. 

The German government considers it 
unlikely that an advance to Pekin will 
be feasible before September. 

The government is gratified to find by 
the correspondence published on the sub- 
ject that Japan honestly intends to 
co- porate with the powers. On the other 
hand, considerable disappointment is ex- 
pressed in official circles at the reports 
ftom Washington regarding America’s 
policy. On this point The Berliner Tage- 
biatt, with evident inspiration, says: 

“The Chinese have yr gees succeeded 
in creating differences of opinion among 
the powers. The government of the 
United States seems determined thus to 
occupy a separate standpoint with re- 
spect to the concert of powers. As at 

aku, the American admiral would not 
join; now President McKinley apparently 
means to oppose the joint action of the 
powers aim at the re-establishment or 
peace in China. All of which proves that 
the Chinese are the most cunning diplo- 
matists in the world.’’ 

While most of the papers point out 
the impossibility of an advance upon 
Pekin, becausé of the smaliness of the 
allied forces as against a greatly superior 
force, and because of the disastrous ef- 
fect which a possible allied defeat woula 
have upon the whole of China, and also 
because of the rainy season, The Nationa 
Zeitung contends that there ig but one 
way to ascertain the truth or untruth of 
the Chinese claim that the legations aré 
safe, namely, an immediate advance upon 


j the capital. 


The seml-official Berliner Post points 
out that Germany must send a number of 
warships to the Yang Tse Kiang to pro- 
tect the commercial German interests in 
Shanghai and Han Kow, adding: 

“Tf _ these interests are jeopardized by 
the Chinese our naval guns must talk. 
Every attempt to block trade there must 
be. prevented from the start. Free navi- 
gation upon the Yang Tse Kiang is of the 
greatest importance.’’

Our casualties five killed and 76 
wounded. Reach Vaalkrantz today. En- 
emy doubled back through Paardekraal 
in darkness. Small march tomorrow to 
Roidevaal station. Send supplies for 
3,000 men and horses, also any news of 
the enemy’s movements. I believe the 
commando consists of 2,000 men and four 
guns, and is poene? by President 
Steyn and both the’ Dewets.’ ’” 

General Knox continues:

WHILE HE SLEPT 


Johnson County Farmer’s Skull Is 
Crushed with a Hatchet. 


MURDER A GREAT MYSTERY 


Wife Heard Him Struggling About

Saturday dfter- 
noon Dr. Stanley H. Graves was 
called to the hotel to attend Mrs. 
Gray, who was found to be in 
a critical condition, suffering from sume 
violent poison, which proved to be mor- 
phine and cocaine. Brown, who was found 
in her room, sdid that the woman had 
poisoned herself. 

After heroic measures the patierg began 
Upon Dr. Graves leaving 
the woman to go to a telephone, Grown 
was allowed in ihe room with her alone, 
and upon the doctor's return, the patient's 
condition was found to be worse, but she 
was brought out of danger. 

Yesterday the woman left the city for 
Baitimore. Last night at 8 o’clock Brown 
was found dead in his bed at the hote! as 
the result of morphine and cocaine pois- 
oning. 

Coroner Newton and a jury today reach- 
ed a verdict that Brown came to his death 
from morphine and cocaine poisoning ad- 
ministered by his own hands. 

Brown is said to have been a brother of 
the late [r. R. B. Brown, of Baltimore. 
The body was forwarded to Baltimore this 
evening. 

It is said the woman is a sister of a 
Presbyterian missionary now in China. 
She came to Norfolk, it is said, with the 
intention of marrying Brown.

FRUIT CROP DISAPPOINTING. 


Growers Will Not Make Much Money 
This Year. 

Savannah, Ga., July 23.—(Special.)—Ac- 
cording to the records of the movement 
of the peach crop in Georgia kept by 
the Central Railway o: Georgia, which 
handles the bulk of the crop, the peach 
movement is about over and the bulk 
of the crop has been marketed. 

There are still some Elbertas on the 
trees and a few of the later varieties, 


but the most of the Georgia crop has 
gone to market, and up to Thursday

This is the record kept by the Central, 
together with.,the reports from other 
Georgia lines, which are sent to the Cen- 
tral regularly. Traffic Manager E. H. 
Hinton, of the Central, estimates that 
there must have beén 100 cars moved 
before the system of reports was begun, 
which would run thé total up to 1,560 
cars. 

Mr. Hinton says the daily movement 
has fallen off now and that it will 
continue to decrease. He says he can- 
not tell how many more cars will be 
moved, but the number will be small 
and the total he is satisfied will fall 
1,000 cars short of the original estimates 
at the beginning of the season. Mr. 
Hinton and others who have watched 
the progress of the. peach crop attribute 
this falling off solely to the continuous 
rains just before the peaches ripened, 
which are now seen to have been most 
disastrous. The rain not only softened 
the fruit and caused it to fall from the 
trees, but it deterlorated the quality of 
that fruit which was saved and much 
of that which went to market was not 
up to the standard. 

Although the largest yield in the his- 
tory of peach growing in Georgia was 
promised at the outset of the season, 
the year will not prove as profitable to 
the growers as did that of 1898 The 
disappointment to many will be keen, but 
they all hope for a good season next 
year. 

The Central railroad, through Mr. Hin- 
ton’s department, exerted every possi- 
ble effort to aid the growers in market- 
ing their product to the best advantage. 
An excellent refrigerated car service was 
afforded, and the schedules were the 
best that could possibly be secured. The 
officials of the Central feel as keen a 
disappointment in the defection of the 
crop as do the peach growers them-

Fulgham almost overcome by the smoke. 

“Oscar,”’ he said, “you must get out of 
here or you will die.”’ 

“Go back, Dave,” replied the sheriff; ‘I 
must stay here and protect this man. I 
am willing to die doing my duty.” 

Chief Overton compelled the sheriff to 
come out with him and led him to the 
city hall. Tonight the sheriff is tn a 
serious condition. 

When the sheriff came out the mob 
had no opposition in the jail and took 
immediate possession. The negro was 
in a modern steel cage and there was no 
way to get him out except by breaking 
the lock, This was a hard job and re- 
quired an hour’s work with chisels and 
sledge hammers. Jailer Connelly of- 
fered the key to the cell, hoping to save 
the fine cage, but it was refused. 

The mob continued their work and 
brought the prisoner out. Before com- 
ing on the'street, one of the mob mount- 
ed the jail steps. 

‘Now, gentlemen, you must put up 
your guns. We don’t want any one to 
fire a shot, because we don’t want any 
blood spilled. We are going to hang this 
man in Dallas, and if no interference, no 
one will be hurt.”’ 

The prisoner was brought out by a 


guard of twenty men with rifles. The 


crowd grew to two thousand persons 
within a few minutes and marched out 
to Dallas, one mile distant. 

The negro was taken to the home of 
Susie Priest and the girl was asked if 
this was the negro. She said: 

‘That is the man; I can prove it by 


Nellie.’’ 
The girl’s sister also said this was the 


man. 
The trembling -wretch lost control of 
his legs and members of the mob were 
compelled to carry him to the Moore 
grove. A rope was tied around his neck 
and he was dragged part of the way. In 
the old grove, which is now used as a 
park for the mill operatives, Will Priest, 
brother of the outraged girl, threw the 
rope over the limb of an oak tree and 
tied it securely. The negro was mount- 
ed on a horse and asked if he had any- 
thing to say. The negro replied that he 
did not and the horse was whipped from 
under him. In ten minutes the negro 
was dead, and then his body was filled 
with bullets from half a hundred guns. 
No. member of the mob made any at- 
tempt to conceal his identity and every 
one engaged in the events of the day 
is satisfied that justice has been done.

New York, July 23.—The further hearing 
in the case of Charles F. W. Neely, of 
the Cuban postal service, on proceedings 
to extradite him under the law passcd at 
the close of congress on June 6th, was 
continued today before Judge Lacombe, 
in the United States circuit court. 

Judge Lacombe in a decision handed 
down last week upheld the constitutionalit- 
ty of the law and decided that Neely 
could be extradited, but further testimony 
must first be had. 

G. W. Marshall, of the bureau of finance 
in the department of posts, headquarters 
of the postoffice department in Cuba, 
testified that the money was kept in a 
stafe; that Neely signed the receipts 
which witness made out, and that Neely 
also» received the money, and in most 
cases opened the envelopes himself. Neely 
had entire charge of the receiving and dis- 
bursing of money. 

Neely, who was in court with two depu- 
ty sheriffs, listened to Marshall’s explan- 
ations with interest, and gaid ‘to coun- 
sel, John D. Lindsay: 

‘“‘Marshall is right.’’

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To Dissipate Darkness. 

The Constitution is never better 
pleased than when engaged in dissipat- 
ing the darkness of its contemporaries, 
Bspecially when so impressionable a 
subject is at stake as The Journal, of 
Albany, N. Y., do we feel impelled to 
linger by the roadside for a season to 
drop a few words of information. 

A late issue of The Journal fixes up 
a puzzle as follows, which it becomes 
our duty to untangle: 

In The Atlanta Constitution we find 
this truly remarkable statement:

We should like to be informed how The

Can anything more “imperialistic” be 
imagined that the belief of the “anti-im- 
perialistic’’ Constitution that Cuba, to 
which the United States has pledged itself 
to give independence, is destined to be- 
come a part of the United States? 

Verily the ways of the anti-imperial- 
ists are full of pitfalls and snares which 
they have digged and laid for one an- 
other. 

The puzzle becomes dense to The

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Rebellion Against Clothes. 

The ladies of Atlanta seem to be 
chary about joining the rebellion 
against clothes, probably frightened off 
from revolutionary proceedings by the 
fate of the boxers, who must soon be- 
gin to pay with their heads for the 
bloody work they have been doing. 

But the rebellion against clothes 
grows apace, and the shirt waist must 
become as possible to men as it has 
been to women for several years past. 
We are told that even in sedate London 
the tropical weather has upset all con- 
ventiona] costume traditions with rev- 
Olutionary completeness. Says a dis- 
patch: 

The black. coat and top hat hitherto in 
vogue have been discarded and the pre- 
vailing costume consists of straw head- 
gear, featherweight flannels, white boots 
and white umbrellas. The Sandown park 
races, ordinarily a top hat function, have, 
by a special published ukase of the 
prince of Wales, been reduced this year 
to a straw or “billy cock’’ level. The 
coachmen and footmen on the @Mnart 
equipages have donned straw hats, and 
most of the men in the city go about 
their business carrying palmleaf fans. 
The ’bus horses wear bonnets, and fash- 
ionabie people drive around Hyde park 
after dark as the only way of obtaining 
respite from suffocation. 

Coming nearer home, this rebellion 
has taken on startling proportions, 
“Gentlemen of the jury,” said a judge 
of the court of common pleas in Cin- 
cCinnati, on One of the warm days of 
last week, “‘no One believes in main- 
taining the dignity of the court more 
than I do, but in this weather I think 
some liberties shouki be permitted. 
Those of you who wish may take your 
coats off. And,” continued the hu- 
mane judge, “for fear there may be 
any hesitation, I'll take off my own 
coat.” This was one illustration of the 
rebellion against clothes. Another was 
given at the Methodist camp meeting 
ground in Stroudsburg, Pa., where the 
speakers, while addressing the meet- 
ings during the hot days, took off their 
coats and preached in their’ shirt 
sleeves, All this moves a contemporary 
interested in dry goods to say: 

The dictates of fashion and society 
have become intolerable. Men and women 
have sweltered and groaned under the 
rule of clothes, but for years no one 
dared to rebel. It is to the credit of the 
women that they had the courage and 
the sense to introduce a change that 
conduced to health and comfort. The 
shirt waist: was the first decisive step 
taken toward more sensible apparel in 
warm weatuer. Its rule, it was predict- 
ed, would be short, but the greater and 
growing popularity of the shirt waist 
today is a proof of the short-sightedness 
of this prediction. 

Men were slower than women in ac- 
commodating themselves to a more sen- 
sible attire. Fashion has prescribed for 
them an order of outer garments most 
irksome on a hot day. There are the 
trousers which must be sustained by sus- 
penders over the shoulders, which are in 
themselves a source of discomfort to the 
wearer. Then comes the waistcoat which 
buttons tightly over the chest and the 
abdomen and prevei.ts all free circula- 
tion of air around the trunk. of the body. 
And as if this were not enough to forbid 
the exit of heat generated by the blood 
a long-sleeved coat is put over it, and 
above it is a stiff collar, “stand-up” or 

turn-down,” with a tie drawn tightly 
about the neck. If some one had, with 
Satanic purpose, sought to design a style 
of dress as uncomfortable 48 possible it 
is doubtful if he could have devised one 
more inconvenient and more likely to 
prove wearisome in hot weather than the 
costume fashion has decreed for men. 

Surely the women of Atlanta would 
not object to a revolution which con- 
tains s0 much of sense, and the suc- 
cess of which would contribute so 
much to the comfort of the men who 
have to serve the public.

We may be mistaken, but our opin- 
ion is that The New York Times could 
lend. the syndicated republican par- 
ty a hearty support without falsify- 
ing or attempting to falsify the atti- 
tude of the democratic party.

For the moment Trade, and not 
the principles of liberty and humanity, 
has the upper hand among the repub- 
lican leaders; the syndicates and the 
trusts are in control, but we cannot 
believe that the honest masses will be 
swayed by commercial considerations 
when the rights of a people who have 
been blindly struggling for liberty are 
to be settled and defined. We cannot 
believe that the people are willing to 
vote affirmatively on the proposition 
that the flag stands for Trade and not 
for the institutions established by the 
constitution. 

Therefore, when the democrats pro- 
pose to establish a stable form of gov- 
ernment in the territories which have 
fallen under the control of the repub- 
lic, the most ardent anti-expansionists 
among them know that the proposition 
is a solemn pledge and that the pledge 
commits the party to a course which 
may retain the islands in the hands of 
Americans for many long years. to 
come, if not for all time. For among 
a people where tyranny and war have 
worked havoc with all considerations 
of justice and right, it is no easy mat- 
ter to establish a stable form of gov- 
ernment.

A copy of the transac 
tions of Carter with the firm as shown by 
the books of the latter, was allowed in 
evidence. It showed that in 1892 and 
1898 Cart2>r ha@ purchased over $19,0W 
worth of bonds. 

Orrin 8. Judd, accountant of the Knick- 
erbocker Trust Company, identified seven 
checks drawn by Captain Greene. A 
copy from the books of the Knicker- 
bocker Trust Company of the account 
of B. D. Greene was put in evidence, Mr. 


Judd said there must have been vuther 


checks drawn by Captain Greene, but they 
had undoubtedly been returned to hin. 
It came out from the testimony of the 
witnesses thatin July, 1897, Captain 
Greene had purchased $150,000 United 
States 5 per cent bonds, payingsfor all 
in one check, 

Adjournment was then taken until 11 
o’clock tomorrow, and it was announced 
when the hearing closes tomorrow after- 
noon it will not be resumed again for 
two weeks. This time is taken to give 
the defense a chance to comrare and lock 
over the papers and books that have 
been put in evidence. When the hearings 
are resumed two weeks hence it will be 
only a few days when another adjourn- 
ment will be necessary on account of 
Commissioner Shields taking his summer 
vacation.

FIRE STARTED AMONG COTTON. 


North German Lloyd Steamship Com- 


pany Makes a Report. 

New York, July 23.—Gustave Schwab, 
manager for Herman Oelrichs & Co.. 
agents of the North German Lloyd 
Steamship Company, today issued a long 
report of an official investigation into 
the fire of June 30th at the piers in Ho- 
boken made by ex-Fire Chief Hugh Bon- 
ner, formerly of the New York fire de- 
partment, and James Mitchell, formerly 
fire marshal of New York. The fire, it 
was learned, started a few minutes be- 
fore 4 o’clock in the afternoon. Several 
longshoresmen in charge of a foreman 
were beginning to earry cotton from a 
lighter when one of them decided that 
one of the bales was on fire. This bale 
was immediately thrown into the river. 
Instantaneously other bales were seen 
to be on fire and an alarm’ was given. 
The fire spread with lightning rapidity. 
Messrs. Bonner and Mitchell conclude 
that the cause of’the fire is not likely 
to be ever satisfactorily ascertained or 
established. In the report no blame is 
laid upon any one connected with the 
management.

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YOUTSEY PREDICTED DEATH <a 


OF GOEBEL, SAYS WITNESS 


Georgetown, Ky., July 2.—The Powers 
trial developed several new and sensation- 
al features today. In addition to the 
testimony which was nearly as interesting 
as on any previous day, there was a con- 
troversy between ex-Governor John Young 
Brown, senior counsel for Powers, and the 
court, in which the attorneys and the 
judge had a hot passage of words. 

In case Powers should be convicted and 
given even a light sentence, the defense 
will move for a new trial on the ground 
that the statements of the judge while 
engaged in today’s controversy with 
Brown were prejudicial to the defendant. 
Two of the witnesses who testified today 
were Lieutenant John Ricketts, of Bar- 
bourville, and Wade H. Watts, a very in- 
telligent negro, who gave circumstantial 
evidence ggainst Henry Youtsey, waich 
was regarded as very damaging. Rick- 
ett’s testimony was very favorable to 
Powers. He not only testified that Pow- 
ers. did all he caquid to keep the members 
of the mountain army, which he brought 
to Frankfort January 2th, sober and or- 
deriy, but he also gave testimony, the in- 
ference from which was that Goebel was 
shot from the second story of the execu- 
tive building instead of from Powers’s of- 
fice, which was on the second floor. Rick- 
etts said he went to Frankfort January 
23th with the train load of mountaineers. 
Before the train reached Frankfort, wit- 
ness said the men were told to report to 
W. H. Coulton for rations. The men were 
armed with pistols. Arriving at Frank- 
fort they tcok possession of the agricul- 
tural building and etacked their guns 
there. He asserted a crowd of from 30 
to 600 mountain men occupied the yard in 
front of the executive building. He saw 
Youtsey frequently and talked with him 
the day before the assassination. Yout- 
sey said Gocbel had to be put out of the 
way, and he, Youtsey, had $100 which he 
would give for that purpose, and knew 
tén or twelve others who would also con- 
tribute to stch a fund. Youtsey also said 
Goebel could be killed from the executive 
building; that the assassin could escape 
through the basement and never be 
detected. He said his job depended upon 
Goebel being killed. Fifteen minutes bes 
fore the assassination the witness saw 
Youtsey and the latter told him he want- 
ed twenty-five or thirty men to accompany 
him to the executive. building. Continuing 
the witness said: 

“Youtsey put us inside the executive 
building near the stairs. He told us some- 
thing was going to happen and we must 
remain there. When he started through 
the hall I left and went into a private res- 
idence acrcss the street from the execu- 
tive building.”’ 

The men whom Youtsey placed were 
just outside the office of the secretary of 
state. Witness said he left because he 
did not want to be present im case of 
‘‘a killing.’’ 

Cross-examined, the witness said that 
when Youtsey placed his men in the hall, 
he told them that as soon as “something 
happened,” a man would come down the 
steps and go away with them. Witness 
said when Youtséy left the men he went 
in the direction of the governor’s office. 

Assistant Adjutant General Murray 
read a latter which he found on file in his 
office at Frankfort, having been left there 
at the time of the evacuation of the Tay- 
lor troops. It was from Powers to Al- 
jutant Genefal Collier, dated January 
22d, in which Powefs says: 

“Wwe have undertaken a serious matter. 
We must vin. We must have those men 
and guns.” 

Anothor signed by John and Caleb Pow- 
ers to General Collier on the same date 
said: 

“You're acquainted with the fact that 
Captain Howse is a democrat, He nerf 
the keys to the armory and refused to 
give them to us. The lieutenants are all 
right. Please notify Cgptain Howse to 
deliver the keys to Lieuteriant Gibson.”

/MRS. ALLEN TELLS OF THE. 
_ CONDITIONS IN CHINA 


Mrs. Arthur H. Allen, of almost every: 
where in China, formerly Miss Jessie 
Prior. of Atlanta, reached the city last 
night, having come direct from the scene 
of the bloody war now béing carried on. 
She talks interestingly of China and the 
trouble existing between the Chinese and 
foreigners. 

Mrs. Allen says the people living in the 
interior do not really know how serious 
the war is. They have an idea that the 
same old trouble which has existed be- 
tween the dowager empress and the em- 
peror for the last two years is growing 
somewhat more complicated, but they 
have no idea of the presence in China of 
80 Many of the allied forces of the 
world. She left Shanghai, the seat of all 
telegraphic news, on June 30th, coming to 
America via Vancouver to St. Paul, 
thence to Atlanta. 

The first trouble in China began at Ta- 
ku. ‘The allied forces rotified the Chi- 
nese that they intended to land and gave 
them an ultimatum. Before the foreign- 
ers had any idea of trouble, they were 
fired on by the imperial army. This pre- 
cipitated the bloody fight at‘that place, 
and the one later at Tien Tsin. The Chi- 
nese displayed exceptiona) ability in hand- 
ling firearms, and their bravery command- 
ed the admiration of even their foes. The 
foreigners succeeded in landing, however, 
and marched into Tien Tain. Then that 
city was stormed, and many soldiers on 
both sides lost their lives. 

Mrs. Allen says the Chinese are par- 
ticularly bitter against the Germans. One 
of the young men, in the employ of the 
imperial service, went into the interior 
on government service, and when asked 
regarding his nationality, replied that he 
was a German. ‘This enraged the na- 
tives, and they made an attack on him 
and would have killed him had not sev- 
eral of the soldiers at the station in- 
formed them that he was employed by the 
Chinese government. 

This hatred of the Chinese for the Ger- 
mans originated when the German na- 
tion attempted to erect railroads through 
the empire, and was prevented from do- 
ing so by the natives. They believed the 
Germans were conspiring to steal their 
lands and overthrow their power. Con- 
siderable trouble arose at the time, but 
quiet was restored when the effort to 
erect the road was abandoned. 

The Cantonese, in the southern part of 
China, are a fearless class of people, and 
make the best soldiers in the imperial 
army. They are the largest men in the 
empire, and always anxious to fight. 
They have only been prevénted from do- 
ing so by Li Hung Chang, who exerts an 
astonishing influence over them. Now 
that Lé is among the uncertain qualities 
in the empire, it is not known what the 
Cantonese will do. 

Residents of all nationalities in Shang- 
hai are prepared for an outbreak at any 
time. Each colony has established a mili- 
tary company, well drilled and skilled in 
the use of firearms. They patrol the 
streets at night, and are using every pre- 
caution to keep down an uprising. Shang- 
hai is considered the safest place in Chi- 
na at the present time, but if LA Hiung 
Chang does not continue to exert his in- 
fluence in the cause of peace, it will be 
one of the most dangerous. 

Northern Chinese are very bitter against 
the foreigners. They welieve their pres- 
ence in the country has been the cause 
of the drought which has injured their 
crops and ruined their prospects for an- 
other year’s earnings. They are a very 
ignorant, superstitious class, and would 


|} kill a missionary without the slightest 


pang of conscience. 
It is estimated there are 3,000,000 boxers 


in China, They are the original cause of | 
the war, having done al] in théir power to | 


oust the Christians, and to put @ stop to 
the invasion of the darker and mofe 
heathen places, The missionaries were 
very energetic in their conversion of 
souls, and the more people they convert- 
ed the more enraged the boxers becaime. 

Every means imaginable has been em- 
ployed to excite the enmity of the Chi- 
nese against the foreigners. They have 
been told that the foreign flour, which 
composed a large part of their diet, was 
Poisoned; that the inhabitants of China 
might be killed off to enable the foreign 
powers to more readily accomplish their 
purpose of dividing the empire. The na- 
tives believed this story, and boycotted 
al] merchants who handled flour. 

Great difficulty is experienced in secur- 
ing passage from some of the Chinese 
ports. The vessels, on entering a harbor, 
are forced to employ lighters in unload- 
ing. This takes time, and gives the na- 
tive navy ample oppurtunity to become 


/acquainted with the movements of the 


vessels. Every precaution is employed in 
seafaring, as no colors are respected, and 
an attack is always apprehended. 

The natives have torn up all railroads 
and destroyed al] telegraphic communica- 
tions they could reach. Travel is almost 
impossible and communication with the 
interior is practically cut off entirely. 

Mrs. Allien left China on June 30th. 
While she was in that city a United States 
transport, with soldiers from the Philip- 
pines aboard, steamed into the harbor. 
The soldiers sang the “Star Spangled 
Banner.”” Mrs. Allen said it was beautiful 
to hear the men’s voices come floating 
across those far from home waters, bear- 
ing the strains of that patriotic air. The 
soldiers: participated in one of the at- 
tacks on Tien Tsin, and a great many of 
them lost their lives. In this battle the 
Chinese displayed exceptional courage, 
fighting like veterans, and dying like 
sheep. The streets of the city simply 
swam with blood and the river was red 
with it. 

Mrs, Allen says the voyage home was 
delightful, and she enjoyed every mile 
of it. America, in her opinion, is the best 
Place to live. Her husband fs still in Chi- 
na, and only for this Mrs. Allen says she 
would be perfectly cuntent to be home 
once again with her loved ones. 

Mr. and Mrs. Prior and all the family 
Were congregated on the veranda last 
night when a reporter of The Constitu- 
tion called for an interview. Mrs. Allen 
was averse to tglking, saying she had 
already been given enough and too much 
newspaper notoriety. It was only by the 
greatest persuasion on the part of the 
entire family and several friends that 
Mrs. Allen was prevailed upon to give out 
the foregoing. 

She is the first to reach Atlanta since 
the war has been existing in China, and 
her information is reliable. She says some 
of the reports from China are greatly ex- 
aggerated, while others contain the truth 
Reports are rife, and the wildest excite- 
ment prevails, so that it is almost tmpos- 
sible to obtain the truth about the gtate 
of affaire. People in Shanghai have a 
better opportunity of obtaining the news 
than those elsewhere, as Shanghai is the 
center of telegraphic communications. 
Mrs. Allen is direct from Shanghai, 

“You may say that there is one happy 
family in Atlanta tonight,’’ said Mr. Prior. 
“And state for the benefit of Mrs, ‘Allen's 
friends that she is homé, and feeling well, 
and that we intend to keep here for 
awhile.”’ 

Mrs. Allen was greatly exhausted from 
hér long journey. Otherwise she is in the 
best of health and spirits. She expects 


1 to be in Atlanta for some time.

Mobile Declines To Join New Orleans 
in a Quarrantine. 


New Orleans, July 23.—A peculiar quar- 
antine condition arises as a result of recent 
sickness in Port Limon, Costa Rica.

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SNAKES WILL FIGHT 
AT ATHLETIC CLUB 
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The members of the Atlanta Athletic 
Club intend making a most interesting 
experiment in natural history at some 
time within the next ten days. It is prob- 
able that the experiment will be conducted 
as a formal exhibition and that invitations 
will be issued to the affair. 

Some of the experts on snakes—material, 
not imaginative snakes—in the club are 
inclined to disbelieve the statement that 
the king snake is in truth the champion 
scrapper of his species.

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WILEY SUES FOR DAMAGES. 


Says That O. H. Starnes Has Injured 
Him to the Extent 
of $500. 

In the stpérior court yesterday, D. A. 
Wiley. through his attorney, T. C. Bat- 
tle, fleld suit against O, H. Starnes for 
$500 damages. He sets forth in his petition 
to the court that on the 19th of last month 
Starnes went before Justice Russell Shir- 
ley, in Cook’s district, and made affidavit 
that the petitioner was indebted to him in 
the sum of $16.57.

BUT LITTLE COTTON ON HAND. 


Columbus Warehouses Will Be Emp- 
tied by September. 
Columbus, Ga., July 23.—(Special.)— 
Ther are now only about six hundred 
bales of cotton in the Columbus ware- 
houses, and the probability is that by 
September ist, the beginning of the new 
cotton year, the warehouses will be 
empty. Last season about six thousand 
bales were carried over. During the 
season now drawing to a close competi- 
tion between the shippers and the local 
mills has been sharp, and the local mar- 
ket has been much improved. The in- 
creased number of southern milis hag 
done much to improve the market and 
to hold the stocks down to compara- 
tively small figures. At times during 
the season there has been competition 
of the keenest sort for the cotton. Some 
of the cotton was exportd, some was 
shipped to North Carolina, and nearly 
thirty thousand bales were used in the 

‘Columbus mills. 

During the next season the annex to 
the Eagle and Phenix mill anu the new 
mill of the Columbus Manufacturing 
Company will be in operation, and this 
will increase the home consumption of 
the staple. When the mill of the Bibb 
Manufacturing Company also starts up 
the consumption will amount to about 
forty-five thousand bales. Columbus’ 
warehouse receipts of cotton during the 
present season will amount to about 
sixty thousand bales, and the total re- 
ceipts will be about one hundred and 
seventy-five thousand bales. 

The cotton crop in this section is rather 
backward, and it is predicted that very 
little cotton will roll in before the first 
of September.

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MRS. WOOTEN 1S 
HELD A PRISONER 


Arrested Last Night for Failure To 
Testify. 


CASE IS A _ UNIQUE ONE 


She Was Principal Witness in Hewitt 
Case. 


FREDERIC  HERZOG IS ALSO HELD 


It Is Claimed That He Prevented 
Mrs. Wooten from Appearing 
Before Commission Last Night 


A sensational aftermath to the meeting 
of the board of police commissioners last 
night occurred when Jim Shepherd came 
to the police headquarters in company 
with Mrs. Carrie Wooten, the lady who 
had instituted charges against Detective 


Hewitt, clafming she haf@ given him $1304 


to keep in trust for her, and that she had 
never been able to collect only $44 of the 
amount. 

The case grew out of the investigation 
of the indebtedness of the members of 
the police force some time ago. Mrs. 
Wooten told the committee appointed by 
the chairman that she had left this 
ar@unt @¢f money with Hewitt and that 
he would not repay her. The commission- 
ers comprising the committee looked into 
the matter and decided to bring the case 
to the attention of the entire board. A 
time was set for the trial and Mrs. Wooten 
notified to appear. 

During the session last night the com- 
missioners obtained information that Mrs. 
Wooten had been induced not to appear 


‘in the case. It was decided by the board 


that since she had instigated the charges 
and the honor of an officer was at stake, 
to force her to appear. An officer was de- 
tailed to guard her house and see if she 
went in or out. 

Just before the board met last night 
Sergeant McCurdy went to Mrs. Wooten’s 
residence to escort her to the meeting. She 
was not at home. An effort was made 
to locate her, but without success. 

The meeting of the board was called 
to order and other matters of business 
disposed of. A young man giving his name 
as Frederic Herzog had been noticed

The first case called was that of Cep- 
tain Thompson, who pleaded not gulity to 
the charges against him. Charges had 
keen preferred py Michael Murray, who 
has a res‘aurant at 11 West Mitchell 
street. He charged that Captaia Thomp- 
son, with several detectives, entered his 
Place of business during the forencon of 
June 6th and hai seisel him, while his 
place was searched against his will. One 
offcer tcok up a butcher knife, which 


caused Mr. Murray to heliev» that he 
vas in the hands of “thicees and cut- 


| throats”—the words he used jn his pe- 


titien—and he yellsi for the police. 

Few witnesses in addition to the prin- 
cipals were examined, and Captain 
Thempson maraged his own case. 

During ths executive session of the 
hoard “Capiatn Engiisi moved to dismiss 
the charges against the camaia and Com- 
missioner Jones secondéd the motion. The 
vote for acquittal was ueanimous. 


The Oase Against Hewitt. 


Beeause of the absence of Mrs. Woot- 
ten, who had preferred part of the charges 
aga'nst Detective Hewitt,-only the second 
count, which charged condict unbecoming 
an officer, was considered by the board. 
The second count charged that Detective 
Hewitt collected $15 from 3. H. McCarthy 
for Mrs. C. B. Williams, of which he had 
made no report and which he never gave 
Mrs. Williams. 

The evidence proved that McCarthy had 
come into possession of a ring belonging 
to Mrs. Williams. This ring was lost 
and. Detective Hewitt was detailed to 
work upon the case at the solicitation of 
Mrs. Williams, who wanted either her 
ring or its value in money, which xhe 
placed at $50. 

Mr. McCarthy swore that he had paid 
Detective Hewitt $1E on account and later 
had been returned the money by the de- 
tective. Detective Hewitt swore that no 
money had ever been paid him by Mr. 
McCarthy. Mrs. Williams swore the 
wovld not believe McCarthy on oath, and 
several witnesses swore that he was a 
yeung man of excellent character and 
was entircly worthy of belief. 

Mrs. Williams testified that who» 
tective Hewitt stopped working on the 
case she had given it to Detectivi " 
Barrett and he had collected $35 from Mr. 
McCarthy. 

During the executive session the mayor 
moved to dismiss so much of the charges 
against Detective Hewitt as evidence had 
been heard upon. Captain English asked 
for a postponement of the decision until 
both charges could be sifted and this was 
what the commissicners decided to do. 

Because of the lateness of the hour the 
charges against the other officers were 
not considered and they will be the cause 
of another special meeting of the board 
within a few days.

The Entire City Was Without Water 
Last Night. 


SUPPLY STOPPED AT 8 P. M. 


Large Force Was Kept at Work All 
Night on the Break. 


VALVE HAS CAUSED THE MUDDY WATER 


It Allowed the Water from the Res- 
ervoir To Mix with the Filter 
Water for the City. 


A brokea thirty-inch valve between G 


Hemphill pumping /station of the city 
waterworks system and the reservoir, 
made it necessary for the pumping station 
to close down last aight at 8 o’clock and 
at an early hour this morning the work 
of repairing had not been completed, 

The indications were, however, that the 
new valve would be in place in sufficient 
time for the engines to begin work in 
time to supply the city with water as soon 
as it is needed this morning. 

The accident to the waterworks occurred 
yesterday afternoon about 4 o’clock and 
was a result of a weak valve in the suc- 
tion pipe through which the water is 
drawn from the reservoir into the engines 
and thence to the city. 

Persons using the water at night were 
notified by the department that it would 
be necessary to shut down during the, 
night and very little inconvenience was 
caused. ‘rhe fire department kept on the 
alert and was prepared to use all tne 
steamers in case of a big blaze. 

Fortunately, the water department had 
a duplicate valve of hand and the work 
of putting it in .was begun as soon as the 
engines were shut down. 

In speaking of the matter last night Su- iw 
perintendent Park Weodward said the ac- 
cident was entirely tfiavoidable and could. 
not have been foreseen. He remained at 
the station all night andipersonally super- 
intended the work of putting the new 
valve in place. The work was facilitated 
in every possible manner and a double 
force of men was kept at work all night. 

The Cause of Muddy Water. 

Officials of the waterworks department 
are now of the opinion that it was.the | 
broken valve that: caused the water in the 
city to be not so clear as usual during the 
past week. Some were formerly of the 
opinion that the water was muddy because 
the filters were being used beyond their 
capacity. Others thought that possibly 
there was something the matter with the 
machinery of the filters. 

An examination, however, proved that 
the filters were in good working order 
and this caused the acceptance of the 
theory that the filters were being worked 
beyond their capacity. 

Yesterday, however, Colonel Woodward 
visited the two pumping stations, as he 
does almost every day. He was satis- 
fied that something was wrong. He 
walked slowly over the mains, stopping 
at all places that he thought weak.

is taking exercise.. :What she requires 
is rest. Children suffering from head- 
ache and urgently in need of repose are 
often cruelly sent out to play, when 
every step is a pang to them. ‘What, 
headache again?’ says the thoughtless 
parent or teacher. ‘Well, go out. That 
will do you good. It’s only stomach’— 
as if anything could be worse than 
stomach, or more significant of loss of 
nerve power. And the poor little suffer- 
er patiently drags herself out, and hangs 
about in misery, making a long chronic 
business of what should have been a 
temporary trouble. The common sense 
treatment of these early symptoms is to 
make the child lie down in a nice cool, 
quiet room, well covered up. with the 


windows wide open and the blinds 
drawn. A few hours of that sort of 
holiday would suffice to restore her. 

‘Modern medical science takes rest 
very much into account as well as ex- 
ecise. It used to be customary to send 
sufferers from loss of nervé power on 
impossible journeys. Nowadays, they 
are put to bed. Instead of the inevita- 
ble exercise which used to be so freely 
prescribed, people are now trying rest, 
with the happlest results. 

“But holiday makers and invalids must 
not be put into the same category. The 
holiday makers I am thinking of are 
those happy mortals who do not take a 
holiday in order to recover ° from 
illness, but because they would 
preserve their health—the ones 
who are wise enough to. im-- 
press upon themselves, in the way of 
work, that honorable stop, not to out- 
step discretion. Many a man and wo- 
man would be saved much misery if only 
they had the courage to take a rest be- 
fore idleness was enforced upon them 
by illness. . This is one of.those useful 
truisms of which we need constantly fo 
be reminded, because everybody knows 
it so well that nobody ever thinks 
about it.’’

According to an official statement the 
Michigan Central Raitroad Company has 
come out squarely against differential 
passenger rates. The appearance recent- 
ly of several articles in eastern papers | 
to the effect that ine Michigan Central | 
is dissatisfied with its position as a 
standard line -nd is about to seek ad- | 
mission to the ranks of the differential 
class brought forth the statement re- 
cently as to the position of the Michigan 
Central. 

It is stated that the Michigan Central 
‘thas been a party to the differential rates 
of fare for many years, but only as a 
matter of policy, in thé hope that such 
concession would remove the demoraliz- 
ing influence that had previously affected 
the passenger business. This hope, how- 
ever, has proved a fallacious one. Dif- 
ferentials have proved a failure during 
the seventeen years they have been in 
force and there is no prospect whatever 
of their proving any more successful in 
the future. There is no objection to the 
establishment of a standard of running 
time between Chicago and New York. 
When suc.. standard is fixed, however, 
the rates of fare should be the same 
by all lines within that standard, with 
equal excess fare by all lines making 
faster time.’’ 


A company entitled the Spartanburg 
and Clinton Railroad Company has been 
organized to bui.d a road between the 
towns mentioned in South Carolina, a 
distance of forty-five miies. The com- 
pany is capitalized at $250,0N0 and includes 
Hon. John Gary Evans and T. B. Thack- 
ston, of Spartanburg, and M. 8.

Line, and the report is current that the 
company is acting in the interest of the 
Seaboard, which wishes to reach the 
Spartanburg section.

The report of the Southern -.ailway 
Company for the year ending June 30th 
has been made public and shows some 
interesting figures. The actual amount 
of gross earnings was .oi,169,000, an in- 
crease of $3,473,000, or over 10 per cent, 
compared with the previous year. The 
net earnings estimated for the same pe- 
riod were $9,369,000.. The net earn- 
ings for the eleven months” end- 
ing May 31st show an increase 
of $842,000 and it is believed that for the 
year the increase will be $900,000. An in- 
teresting fact is that the gain is on 
more mileage than \ :is_operated during 
the year ending June, 1899. After deduct- 
ing interest and rental a balance is esti- 
mated of $3,323,000, which would be equal 
to net earnings of 5% per cent on the 
preferred stock of the company. The 
former policy of the company in main- 
taining the physical condition of the 
system and in carrying out extensive 
improvements charged to expenses has 
been continued. ) 


The report of the net earnings of the 
Seaboard Air-Line for the five months 
ending May 3lst show that they amount 
to $1,029,000, compared with $856,000 for the 
corresponding period in 1899. It is stated 
that the managing committee of direc- 
tors has decided that the 4 per cent bonds 
shall bear interest up to April Ist. 


The Central of Georgia has made a 
number of extensive improvements to its 
system since the road was reorganized. 
One of the notable features of the policy 
which has been carried out by Presi- 
dent Egan and his associates is the 
construction of new depots where needed. 
Two of these buiidings are at Americus 
and Forsyth and are models of their 
kind in every respect. They are of 
material secured in the south, built by 
southern contractors, and the plans pre- 
pared by southern architects. Both of 
the structures are very attractive from 
an artistic standpoint. _They are Pfulilt 
of brick and stone, and contain the usual 
apartments for travelers, in addition to 
offices for the local railway officials.
